Today, with linen as scarce and as 


expensive as It Is, every housewife 
should do her bit in conserving -what 
she has. It is urged. It should be 
washed very carefully with warm wa-' 
ter and good laundry soap. Avoid all 
washing powders, und do not rub on 
the board. 
TJse very little, if any 


starch, as it makes the threads brittle. 


A great many witnen are nsine doy- 


lies and runners for two meals, at 
least, some are using them for all, ex- 
cept company meals. If you do this, 
be sure the linen is kept in a cool. 
dry place, and do not let It He with 
any starch, as this not only rots it. but 
turns it yellow in a very little time.
